Dining 
the curly purl of January the* react ton conse- 
quent upou tlie heavy bnoeuUliou of last year 
was exerting its full inllucuee, aud the ti jdcnas 
as nearly paralyzed as it well could be. Every 
branch and department was greatly depressed 
and many of the kiiding houses were looked lip- 
op with distrust. Failures of firms which had 
dealt largely were ol utmost dally occurrence, 
and from tho luanucr iu which the buslucs» ht!B 
bceu conducted,-the full me of one* firm effected 
to a greater or lets extent The standing of every 
other* 
Nearly ev -ry indication of the future 


teemed to Intimate that there would be an ex- 
tended period of depiccsion and financial im- 
barrassmcnt. liiu notulthstandlng the uiifavor- 
able iudiciitions aud uppuareticcs there was some- 
tiling of a revival by the fit torn ihoT Januai.\,aud 
eoutrnry to general expectation, before that 
month was out, tliu markets aud tlie trade 
pre&uuted a 
more 
suUslanti.il 
appearance. 


There has slticu beeu a gradual aud decided 
improvement. The prices have advanced materi- 
ally, and dealers are entcrlug into eoutruete nilli 
cantideuee hi lUe,'fulfillment of their provibfwns. 
fu fact, the face of aflairs has been about wholly 
chuugud, aud tho distrust and tieeitatiou which 
ehuractvrizcd the oporations during the early 
part of the year have given way to a fair deyree 
of confidence aud energy. 
This change from a 


state ot almost complete prostration to one of 
vitality uud animation, was us unlocked for us it 
is encouraging, and although thy present condi- 
tion of the trade is not tie favonible 113 could be 
wished, Etill, wheu the advert circumstances at- 
tending the business at the commencement of 
the year aud the actual improvement that has 
been made ate considered, it must bo admitted 
that the btrengtu of the trade la much greater 
thau was generally supposed.
